Broadcast quotations from the publicaiiou 
"Berlln-Rome-Tokyo" heard in this couniry 
reveal that Dr. Goebbels' writer.'; already are 
speculating on peace terms and the possi- 
bility ol a third world war. 

The frank concession is new. but the 
thought behind it is a familiar one. Publish- 
ed quotations show the article as foreseeing 
a certain renewal of hostilities If •'participa- 
tion in free access to the world's raw ma- 
terials," which it calls the fundamental safe- 
Siunrd of peace, is not assured. 

The article waves aside the question of 
harsh or mild peace terms as war-breeders, 
but stresses "connictlng political Ls-sues." 
These, It develops, arc the familiar bogey- 
man of a •■Bolshevized Eiirope." 

"It is absurd to believe that Europe, which 
proved unable to bear Napoleon's domination 
nnd which denied Germany's claim to leader- 
ship." will bend Its knee to Moscow for any 
length of tlmo." the Nazi propaganda writer 
says. He predicts failure of a "United States- 
Russia world police force" and a clash of So. 
Viet and American power in the "so-called 
- Chinese sphere of interest," 

In other words. Nazi propaganda Is build' 
Ing up the same old case for Itself that it 
has used in the last decade. The article In- 
dicates that remriants of the Nazi party will 
again weep over lack of "icbcnsraum" and 
cry for the sloleri colonies. So long as these 
remnants arc nllvc find articulate, they will 
try to create discord among the "Big Four" 
of the United Nations. 

The article's emphasis on "a United States- 
Russia world police force, containing also a 
few Englishmen and Chinese" is a childishly 
obvious attempt to turn Britain against this 
country while playing upon Britain's real or 
fancied fear of a Soviet-dominated' Europe, 
and to frighten China with' the same two 
countries' "imperialistic" Intentions. 

The Nazi effort to win English sympathy 
white robot bombs unite the English public 
In favor of Btrongest reprisals against Ger- 
many Is downright stupid. In fact, the whole 
clever, insidious Nazi, propaganda machine 
has been looking pretty stupid for some time 
now. 

All the aame, we would do well to remem- 
ber the principal themes of Nazi propaganda 
for future referenM. Ten years ago Hitler's 
screaming tirades seemed Tldlculous too, even 
fitupld. Yet many people awallowed them ond 
bBllBvcd them— Britons and Americans and 
Frenchmen as well a* aermans.
